That hung jury in Lowndes County, 
Alabama, tells us something very im- 
portant about Southern attitudes in 
racially-connected murder cases. 

The jury deadlocked by a vote of 
10 to two in the trial of a young Ku 
KIux Klansman charged with the slay* 
ing of Mrs. Viola Liuzzo, a white civil 
rights demonstrator who took part in 
the march between Selma and Mont- 
goraery last March. 

There were ten votes for conviction 
and two for acquittal. 

A ten to two ratio for conviction in 
tiny Lowndes County reflects an in* 
teresting situation. First, it tells us that 
a majority of Lowndes citizens will not 
countenance murder, even though it is 
murder masked as a "drfnnse of our 
way of life." Second, the vote reflects 
both courage on the part of those vot- 
ing for conviction and thrir contempt 
for that over-rated organization of hu- 
an scum, the Ku KIux Klan. 
The ten who voted for conviction 
refused to be intimidated by ran tings 
of the Klan attorney r»r the angry 
glares of Klin support ors. 

The two who voted for acquittal 
based their vote on the fact that an 
FBI undercover eyewitness to the crime 
had previously "sworn before God" not 
to divulge secrets of the Klan. The two 
holdout jurors argued that the man had 
broken this oath and could not under 
any circumstances be believed. 

It is sheer blasphemy to assume that 
God would expect anyone to honor an 
oath to support and protect the Klan. 
Using the same reasoning, the minority 
jurors might reject testimony of an 
undercover agent exposing subversive 
activities on grounds he was sworn to 
conceal them. 

The accused Klansnmn will be tried 
again. Meanwhile, he and his associates 
might reflect rather seriously on lhat

NATIONAL FIREARMS ACT 

Law: United States Code, Title 26, Chapter 53. 
Regulations; Part 179 of Title 26 (1954', Code 
of Federal Regulation*. 

Weapons coming within :he purview of the 
National Firearms Act may be legaiiy acquired 
and lawfully posse*»ed subject to regulatory 
requirement!. However, any such weapon is 
contraband unless properly registered, and un- 
lawful possession thereof is subject to statutory 
penalties. 



SPfClAL (OCCUPATIONAL) TAXES 

Section ISO I. Tom. (a) Rat, — On fim engaging in 
business, and thereafter on or before the fine day of 
July of each year, every importer, manufacturer, and 
dealer in firearm* shall pay a special taa at the follow*

FEDERAL FIREARMS ACT . 

Law: United States Code, Title 13, Chapterill 
(Uoulotiont: Part 177 of Title 26 (1954), Code 
of Federal Regulation*. 

All firearm* (including parts thereof ) , silencer*, 
and pistol or revolver ammunition come within 
the purview of this Act, and commercial (inter- 
itate) trarfic therein is subject to licensing re- 
quirements. This Act is designed primarily to 
deny the criminal lawful access to such items, 
but violations of the law arise from the opera- 
tions of the licensee and/or me criminal status 
of the person involved rathe/ than the mere pos- 
session of a weapon.

Section Ml. Dwfinitioa*. As used in this chapter: 

{ I ) The terra "person" includes am individual, part- 
nership, association, or corporation. 

(2) The term "interstate or foreign commerce" 
means commerce between any State, Territory or pos- 
session (not including the Canal Zone), or the District 
of Columbia, and any place ouuidc thereof ; or between 
point* within the same State, Territory, or possession 
{not including the Canal Zone), or the District of 
Columbia, but through any place outside thereof; or 
within any Territory or possession or the District of 
Columbia. 

(3) The term "firearm" means any weapon, by 
whatever name known, which is designed to expel a 
projectile or projectiles by the action of an explosive 
and a firearm muffler or firearm silencer, or any part or 
parts of such weapon.

(5) The term "dealer" means any fl^rson engaged 
in the business of selling firearm* or ■nmunitioo or 
cartridge cases, primers, oulleu or propellent powder, 
ac wholesale or retail, or any person engaged in the 
business of repairing such firearms or of mtuittMetWtng 
* fitting special barrels, stocks, trigger mechanisms, or 
oreech mechanisms to firearms, and the term "licensed 
dealer" means any such person licensed under Use 
provisions of this chapter.

Bobby F. Cherry of the Ens ley 
section of Birmingham is one 
of many who can tell very inter- 
esting stories of Just how far 
America has slipped into the 
police state.

jLast year Mrs. Liuzzo was 
arrested and brought to trial fa 
Detroit for violating Michigan's 
school compulsory law.

In reading Robb* s column, it is clear to see that she is completely 
misinformed concerning our responsibilities in connection with the Liuzzo murder 
investigation, and it is felt she should be personally contacted and set,straight on 

Ithis matter. She should be advised that, although Mr, Rowe furnished us informati 
from time to time concerning Klan activities, he was npt_an_^ mployee of the FBI, 

Since this matter is still under litigation, it is»Jelt that in response 
to some of her contentions as to what Rowe should have done to prevent this 
accident, we should merely respond by referring to Rowe's testimony at the trial 
to the effect that he was taken by surprise and when he found out what was actually 
going on, he was afraid for his own life. It is also felt, at this time, that it would 
not be advisable to expand on this explanation.

That you, Mr. De Loach, contact tries Robb and set her straight 
concerning the questions she has raised in this article regarding our responsibility 
in the Liuzzo murder case, along the lines indicated above.
